— Kansas wheat farmers 
confronting 
the 
worst 
potential drought in 20 years 
say their crop is too weak to 
withstand 
the expected 
blustery March winds.

stands 
in

western two-thirds of the 
state, without a healthy 
rainfall since November, are 
too scrawny to stand the kind 
of wind storms which usually 
occur two or three times in 
March. But there is little 
prospect 
of 
significant 
moisture before then. 
Farm officials today said 
the drought is shaping up to 
be the worst since 1956, but 
nothing like the 1930s Dust 
Bowl days. 
Some farmers already 
have given up and begun 
planting spring crops like 
oats and barley to replace 
the winter wheat. 
“W#» really haven’t had 
anything this severe since 
the mid-’50s,” said Frank 
B i e b e r l y , 
e x t e n s i o n 
agronomist at Kansas State 
University. “We’re going to 
have to have some moisture 
and some top growth.”

Tips 
Insect Control 


Don’t let insects spoil your 
vegetable garden this year, 
says James R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agent for the 
Texas 
Ag ricul tural 
Extension Service. 
Following a few cultural 
practices and using effective 
control measures can help 
establish an almost insect- 
free garden. 
“Insects are attracted to 
areas of garbage and rotting 
plants so be sure to get rid of 
all trash and plant debris,” 
Risinger stated. “Keep the 
area next to the garden clean 
and well mowed and turn 
under plant residue in the 
garden or use it as compost. 
If possible, destroy plants 
that have been infested with 
insects so as to prevent an 
insect buildup,” he added. 
If you must use chemical 
control, select a pesticide 
designed for use on the 
particular vegetable you are 
growing and the insect that’s 
causing the damage. Be sure 
to follow all the directions on 
the label. 
Pesticides recommended 
for insect control in the home 
garden include carbaryl, 
diazinon, dibrom, dicofol, 


dimethoate, 
malathion, 
and sulfur.

"Reservoirs 
are 
not 
directly responsible for 
creating the stresses which 
are 
relieved 
by 
ear­ 
thquakes,” said Dr. Harsh 
K. Gupta of the University of 
Texas at Dallas. “But under 
certain conditions they can 
aid in the rock mass growing 
lo a critical level, just 
beyond which an earthquake 
will occur.” 
Gupta said the National 
Geological Survey has docu­ 
mented information in­ 
dicating Clark Fill Reservoir 
was 
connected 
to va 
moderate-size 
earthquake 
on February 9, 1974, on the 
South Carolina and Georgia 
border. The survey is also 
studying the possibility that 
Oroville 
Reservoir 
in 
California contributed to the 
earthquake last Aug. I, the 
latest large trembler in the 
state. 
Gupta, a specialist in the 
geosciences, co-authored a 
book entitled “Dams and 
Earthquakes,” just released 
by 
Elsevier 
Scientific 
Publishing Co. of Amster­ 
dam, The Netherlands. 
He wrote the book in 
collaboration with Dr. B.K. 
Rastogi, 
his 
former 
colleague at the National 
Geophysical 
Research 
Institute in Hyderabad, 
India. Gupta is on a leave of 
absence from the Institute. 
The 
book 
is 
written 
primarily for geologists and 
engineers 
and 
reviews 
present day knowlege of 


reservoir-associated earth­ 
quakes. 
Gupta said large, un­ 
natural bodies of water do 
their work in two ways. 
First, and most simply, 
the huge weight of the 
collecting water causes a 
phenomenon called ‘‘settling 
of the basement.” Large 
underground faults collapse, 
producing earthquakes 
which register no more than 
one to two on the open-ended 
Richter Scale. By com­ 
parison, the first and largest 
shock in the recent ear­ 
thquake in Guatemala regis­ 
tered 7.5. 
"Lake Mead was the first 
known example of this oc- 
currance," Gupta said. 
"What we call ‘settling of the 
basement' has been known 
for two decades.” 
The other incident is more 
complicated and far more 
deadly. It involves the large 


body of water changing the 
"pore pressure” within 
rocks up to IO miles un­ 
derground. 
“Every rock has tiny bub­ 
bles, tiny chambers in it, and 
those are the ‘pores,’” Gupta 
said. “By injecting fluids 
into those pores you change 
the pressure on the rock. 
"Everything has pressure 
on it. For example, let us 
take this piece of chalk. The 
horizontal pressures are 
trying to hold it together. 
The vertical pressures are 
trying to break it apart. 
When the pressure becomes 
too great, it is going to break 
— an earthquake.” 
For the book, Gupta and 
Rastogi focused on evidence 
gathered during an ear­ 
thquake Dec. IO, 1967, that 
killed over 200 near Koyna 
dam in India and at another 
earthquake during that 
same period at Kremesta, 


Greece, 
and 
Kariba, 
Zambia. 
“Reservoirs are necessary 
for flood control, electrical 
generation, 
recreation, 
water supplies,” Gupta said. 
"But I would suggest that 
before one is binit, testing be 
done. You can drill a hole a 
kilometer deep and measure 
the pressure. Then pump in 
fluid and measure the 
changes in pressure.” 
Gupta said the technology 
can be used to relieve un­ 
derground pressures. 
"We just don’t know 
enough yet to attempt 
something like that,” he 
said. “You would have to 
have the perimeters of the 
area. If you didn’t, you could 
pump fluid in there thinking 
you were going to eliminate 
the pressures and trigger an 
earthquake 
of 
7-8 
magnitude.”

the nation’s trendsetter, but 
Texas’ first venture into 
presidential primary politics 
more than two months later 
will have a bigger impact on

Democratic and Republican 
parties. 
The GOP battle is the 
same in both states — a 
head-to-head race between 
President Ford and former 
California 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan. 
But the two men favored to 
capture the bulk of Texas’ 
130 
delegates 
to 
the 
D e m o c ra tic 
N ational 
Convention are not even 
listed on the New Hampshire 
ballot. 
Sen. Lloyd M. Bentsen Jr., 
D-Tex., has cancelled his 
nation*! campaign for 
DemogcgUcjrommation. but 
is still campaigning in Texas' 
as a favorite son candidate. 
Ile and former Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace are 
considered the front runners 
for the May I vote in Texas, 
while former Georgia Gov. 
Jimmy Carter will be a 
serious challenger in each of 
th? 31 senatorial districts. 
Texas liberals are split — 
some 
backing 
bids 
in 
scattered senatorial districts 
by Sargent Shriver and Fred 
Harris, but most appear to 
be pushing for uncommitted 
slates of delegates. 
Carter, Harris and Shriver 
are on the New Hampshire 
ballot, along with Birch 
Bayh and Morris Udall. 
The laws setting up the two 
presidential primaries — for 
the Texas, the first in its 
history — are as different as 
the lists of Democratic can­ 
didates. 
The 
New 
Hampshire 
primary law m akes no 
provision for apportionment 
of the state's 17 Democratic 
and 21 Republican delegates 
to the national convention. 
Deputy Secretary of State 
Edward Kelley says the 
candidates getting the most 
votes in the primaries will be 
declared the winners. 
“What the party does after 


that, you’ll have to ask the 
party,” 
Kelley 
said. 
Democratic party rules in 
New Hampshire dictate that 
the 17 delegates be ap­ 
portioned according to the 
candidates’ showings in the 
primary, but the state GOP 
has no such rule. 
The Texas law provides 
the delegates getting the 
most votes in each district 
are elected — presumably 
by a slate committed to a 
certain candidate, or an 
uncommitted slate. It is then 
a misdemeanor for those 
delegates to vote for another 
presidential candidate until 
they are reteased by the 
candidate to whom they are 
pledged. 
The same rules apply in 
apportionment of the state’s 
IOO delegates to the GOP 
National 
C onvention. 
Republicans will elect 92 
delegates in the primary, 
and the remaining eight at

DEAR DEBORAH - I am sorry you did not identify 
the fabric content in your dress as that might imake a 
difference in what you might try. Many of the things one 
might do to plain fabrics, especially white ones, would 
not be feasible for the polka dots. Anything strong 
enough to whiten the dots would doubtless have a bad 
effect on the navy background. The following are some 
things you may have been doing wrong and a correction 
might help some. Perhaps you have been using too little 
detergent when washing. Also the washer may b®ve 
been overloaded. This could also be caused by a lack of 
hot water, so a laundry home service department says, 
but again it may be that the fabric you have does not 
take kindly to hot water. Improper soaking can also 
cause this problem — use a generous amount of 
detergent and soak article for no longer than fifteen 
minutes. 
If the dress were mine I would loosen the hem, and on 
the back side of it try the effect of a pale gray dye on the 
white dots (and the navy blue). If it looks well with the 
dingy white turned to gray, and with no bad effect on the 
blue, I would dye the dress. It would be a navy dress 
dotted with gray, and with gray collar and cuffs -

“Ah, I almost forgot. Give 
me a dozen eggs,” he said to 
the young clerk. 
"Extra large or jumbo?” 
“What’s the difference?” 
“One’s bigger than the 
other,” explained Jeff Fox, 
the clerk, who is “19, almost 
19.” “But they both cost the 
same.” 
“How much?” 
“ Ninety-five 
cents 
a 
dozen.” 
“Hell, give me the big ones 
then.” 
Dr. T. had been coming to 
the Vickery Feed Store for 20 
years, about half the life of 
the old white frame, wooden- 
floored building standing as 
an anachronism amid new 
restaurants, a disco and a 
quarter-mile from the new 
headquarters 
of 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
H e a r t 
Association. 
“We’re not going to have 
many more places like this,” 
he said. “I’ve been buying 


sheep feed here for many 
years. But it’s all going 
away. Everything’s going to 
be covered up. 
"None of the people in 
Dallas have any idea what 
Dallas is all about unless 
they’re 90 or IOO years old. 
People think nothing in 
Dallas happened until they 
opened 
Neiman-Marcus.” 
*>ed stores were once 
common lr the area where 
Clyde Barrow aud Bonnie 
Parker caroused. But Dallas 
expanded to its geographic 
limits in the last IO years, 
ringed by suburbs which 
wall its residential sprawl. 
The developers marched 
outward, their backs to the 
business district. 
Now their backs are to the 
suburbs and they battle for 
the plots of pastureland, 
cheap homes or rundown 
businesses they skipped over 
enroute to building suburbia. 
The boarding stables are 
going quickly, their owners 
trading the premises for 
cash enough to move and 
live elsewhere. 
“We have a 500-unit apart­ 
ment next to us,” Dr. T. 
says. “It s pretty horrible. 
We have all these people 
moving into apartments. 
That’s the trouble. 


“We’ll have to move some­ 
day. Everybody is getting 
offers.’ 
Dr. T. has received offers 
for his IO acres three miles 
from the Vickery Feed Store 
but he is holding out. 
“You just say you don’t 
want to move right now. You 
can’t improve yourself. I like 
to be able to look out and see 
what’s mine. We had a big 
red fox for years. Possums 
come right up to the win­ 
dows. 
We 
still 
have 
roadrunners. It’s a shame.” 
Jeff Fox loads the sheep 
feed and seed potatoes into 
Dr. T.’s station wagon (“I 
just love my station wagon”) 
and the old man drives 
away. 
Fox, a city boy who wears 
boots and a western shirt, 
has worked a1 the store for 
four months. 
“We have a lady that 
comes in every week and 
buys 15 sacks of scratch,” he 
says. “That’s about $60. She 
says she feeds it to chickens 
but there’s not that big a 
chicken farm around here. 
She’s bound to be feeding it 
to the birds. 
“That’s what older retired 
people like to do, just sit 
around in the mornings and 
drink coffee and watch the 


birds and that’s what keeps 
the business.” 
On a good week the feed 
store sells 42,000 pounds of 
grains milled by the Shelton 
brothers of McKinney, Tex., 
owners of the store. 


“Today we took about 
27,000 
pounds 
(weekly 
delivery from the mill) 
because we had a bad 
week,” Fox said. 
Although a half-dozen of 
the nearby horse stables 
have sold out in the last year 
he thinks the Vickery store is 
doing just fine. But as for his 
own future... 
“There’s always going to 
be that way of life. Com­ 
muter 
cowboys 
(rural 
residents working in Dallas) 
buy feed here because ifs 
handy. 


i ’m going to quit school 
next summer and buy my 
own business, a feed store- 
grocery 
combination 
somewhere outside the city 
limits. I don’t have much 
room to save now, it’s just 
me and my mom. But I’m 
going to get a small business 
loan and I’ve got good credit. 
I want it real bad, bad 
enough to get it.”

Shippers Dispatch is taking Unde Caesar to court. 
The South Bend, Ind., trucking firm claims the federal 
government is responsible for getting one of its trucks in­ 
volved in a fatal accident It demands the government be 
held accountable. 
Go get ’em, Shippers! 
What happened was this. 
Shippers Dispatch was forced to hire a truck driver named 
Willie Hall even though Willie’s qualifications were not up to 
company standards. 
When Hall, a black, first applied for work at Shippers he 
was turned down. The federal Equal Employment Op­ 
portunities Commission screamed “racial discrimination” 
and hauled Shippers to task and to court. 
What did the US District Court do? It not only forced 
Shippers to hire Willie Hall, and put him behind the wheel of 
a truck, it went further. The court issued its own set of driver 
hiring standards and told Shippers to live up (or down) to 
those standards...or else. Those court-enforced standards 
were looser and lower than those the company had been 
enforcing. With lower operating standards came higher 
insurance premiums. 
Well, Willie Hall went to work for Shippers Dispatch. It 
wasn’t too long before he was involved in a traffic accident. 
One person was killed and two others were injured. Shippers 
is being sued for $2.4 million. 
The trucking company does not concede liability. Whether 
it will be required to cough up the $2.4 million for damages 
will be decided by the courts. But Shippers, in its own suit 
against the federal government, is demanding that should 
such damages be levied, the federal government should be 
held responsible and forced to pay. After all, it was the 
government that forced them to hire a sub-standard driver. 
I’m with Shippers! 
It’s high time these governments agents and their fuzzy- 
brained underlings were made to pay for their stupidities. 
It’s a crime the way those birds get off scott-free and leave 
the citizen holding the bag.

J.L. Anderson, supervisor 
of the Georgia unit, says his 
personnel are also known as 
“ Uncle ('harlie” and “The 
Man” lo CB users but the 
“Candyman” designation is 
perhaps the most common. 
violfition notices 
^ used to be pink,” he ex­ 
plained. “You got a pink slip, 
it was like a piece of candy .” 
With the dom ing growth 
of CB units in recent months, 
Anderson's work 
load 
is 
becoming heavier. 
“ In 1973, we were issuing 
around 25,000 licenses a 
m onth,” said Anderson. 
“ Last month, we issued 
almost a half million.” He 
estimated 750,000 sets were 
in operation in 1973, com­ 
pared with more than 3 
million now. 
“ In 1973, the typical office 
made about 
30 cases a 
month. Now we’re averaging 
more like 80 cases a month,” 
said Anderson, whose unit is 
in charge of a nine-state area 
in the Southeast. 
A nderson’s undercover 
unit normally moves into a 
southern metropolitan area 
for 
about 
one 
week, 
operating out of unmarked 
vehicles 
which 
contain 
sophisticated 
directional 
finding equipment and tape 
recorders. They spend three 
or four days monitoring the 
23 channels open 
to CB 
users, using the equipment 
lo pinpoint violators. Then 


they move in and serve 
notice on the violators. 
Anderson said the most

“We are also starting to 
get more and more reports

These 
cases frequently are turned 
over to the Justice Depart­ 
ment for prosecution. 
Anderson said he also has 
heard reports of prostitutes 
using CB radios to set up 
dates with truckers. “ It is 
contrary to the riflels to offer ‘ 
for sale or advertise for sale 
anything over the CB radio,” 
he said 
Anderson 
said 
in­ 
vestigators have learned to 
com plete their evidence 
gathering before issuing 
notices 
to

“As soon as the 
first person finds out we’re

(juiet,” he said. “ It’s a very 
effective 
communications 
system .” 
CB units also are used by 
motorists to escape detec­ 
tion for violating the 55 mile 
per hour speed limit, despite 
an FCC rule that the sets not 
be used lo violate state or 
federal laws. But Anderson 
said his unit “is not in a 
position to determine what is 
or is not a violation of state 
law.”
